We hear a lot of rumors at Cycle News and we though we’d learned how to tell the 
real ones from the hoaxes, or merely wishful thinking. One of the latter seemed to be 
indicated by the persistent phone calls we received asking, **IS it true that the 
Indian is going to be manufactured again?” About once every decade someone re- 
vives that old aborigine. We suspect it’s Sam Pierce’s work, 

But this time we were wrong. The rumors are right! And Sam Pierce has nothing 
to do with it. Floyd Clymer was mentioned as the man with the plan to bring back 
the Indian. But we know Floyd as a wily businessman, not likely to be lured by purely 
sentimental attractions. Was Floyd crazy enough to think Indian could make a come- 
back? We doubted it. 

Untill we received a telephone call last week and it was Floyd Clymer. ‘‘Here’s 
a scooper,’’ the smiling voice said. ‘I’m going to manufacture the Scout,” 

‘The Indian Scout?” we incredulously inquired. 

«We are still negotiating for the Indian tradmark, Don’t say anything about that.’’ 

We promised that we wouldn't, But why the Scout?

are mistaken, Your cost will be hidden 
in there somewhere. I’m not down onthe 
dealers at all, It just isn’t a sound 
business practice to give your merchan- 
dise away. Dealers are going to sell 
bikes regardless of what the laws de- 
clare mandatory. 

As far as competition goes, a person 
would be crazy to ride a desert, TT, or 
any other similar event without a helmet. 
I wear one on the road for many reasons 
the safety factor being only one. There 
are times when I don't want to wear it 
and I don't and there is where the indi- 
vidual responsibility factor enters. I 
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left hand sweeper and back up again, 
Across the top, through the powder stuff, 
wail over the jump, shut down and slid 
down the hill, Now at the off-camber hit 
it in 2nd, run down intothe hollow in 3rd, 
start up the hill in 4th, hungry for a good 
jump in front of the pits.

Mr. Ritcha seemed to 
think that I was being a bit un-realistic 
to expect this as he feels that the pri- 
mary function of the AMA is to promote 
competition riding. 

This may be true however if anyone 
will take the time to count the club list- 
ings, that you publish from time totime, 
they willfind one-hundred-sixteen listed, 
Of these, forty-nine have something to do 
with or are totally involved in RRC ac- 
tivities. Mind you, those forty-nine are 
only the ones that I know of or have in- 
dicated that their prime function is road 
riding, there may be more. This appears 
to be a good percentage of the total fig- 
ure so I can't go along with the idea of 
road riders being a small fraction of the 
entire amount of people involved, 

If anyone thinks that the number of 
road riders is small, let them be in 
Death Valley on October 28th and see 
over seven-thousand bikes and more 
than ten-thousand people. There may be 
some competition riders there but they 
rode in on the black-top. 

As for writing to the manufacturers 
and MC dealers to help us, it is ridicu- 
lous. Most of them could care less about 
helmet laws. The auto manufacturers 
may thump the barrel for safety and put 
all kinds of safety goodies on their cars, 
for the protection of the public, but 
brother, you pay for them. The motor- 
cycle dealers may be forced to throw in 
a helmet with the purchase of a bike but 
if you think you will get it for free you

The point that I was trying to make is, 
that the AMA is at the present, a large, 
well organized group that can enter the 
picture in our behalf without going 
through all of the preliminary motions 
needed to achieve recognition.

AMA TESTS HELMETLAWS IN MICH. 


The American Motorcycle Association announced October 4th that it will 
ask the Michigan State Court of Appeals to determine the constitutionality of 
a state law requiring motorcyclists to wear safety helmet. The legislation 
making helmets compulsory was enacted by Michigan's lawmakers last March. 

The action today by the A.M.A. followed contradictory rulings in two 
circuit courts. The circuit court of Wayne County, Michigan, voided the state 
helmet law on September 15, holding it unconstitutional after William Duncan 
of Detroit filed an appeal against his conviction by a municipal judge for 
riding without a helmet. At the same time, however, the Ingham County court 
upheld the same sfatute in the case of the American Motorcycle Association 
versus Frederick E. Davids, director of the Department of State Police. 

Wiliam T. Berry, Jr., executive director of the American Motorcycle 
Association, said that the A.M.A."s objection to the law is based on the be- 
lief that the individual has a constitutional right to wear or not wear protec- 
tive equipment. “We have and still will continue to promote motorcycle safe- 
ty," Berry declared. "But we know that there is no law forcing automobile 
drivers to fasten their seat belts and we feel that the motorcyclist should be 
given the same opportunity to act voluntarily," he stated. 

Berry also pointed out that Frank J. Kelly, Michigan attorney general, 
hasalready announcedthatthe state recognizesthe close constitutional ques- 
tion involved in this type of statute. 

Several other states have cases pending which are similarto the Michigan 
ones. and at least three judges in New York State have ruled the law uncon- 
stitutional, the latest in Buffalo, New York. 

The American Motorcycle Association is involved, either directly or 
through assistance, in three New York cases, one in New Hampshire and the 
two Michigan tests.

Events for road riders usually consist of a tour of about 100 miles over 
a scenic route, with a few field meet contests at the destination. 


Bernie p Phyllis Clark took иі for 
hanging most clothespins on the line, 


The Playboy’s Motorcycle Club takes a 
different approach, dispensing with the 
scenic tour bit. Riders sign in at the 
Long Beach Harley Shop, then ride afew 
short miles to the field, just off Highway 
101 in Seal Beach, and get right down to 
the nitty-gritty of trophy winning. This 
way the entire day is spent on field 
meet events, providing time for the 
maximum number of riders to compete 
fully. 

Sunday morning, October 1, was damp 
and overcast. Riders found mist and 
drops of water forming on their wind- 
shields as they rode to the field. But the 
air was warm, the sky cleared by noon, 
and bright sunshine was enjoyed the rest 
of the day. 


Planks, Barrels & Potatoes 


The first event was a Ride-the-Plank 
contest, The surface of the field con- 


sisted of damp sand, and riders really - 


had a problem keeping their sand-cov- 
ered wheels on the 2 X 4’ plank. 

Next event was a Barrel-Roll contest, 
with riders trying to push barrels be- 
tween two white lines to the finish line 
with their front wheels. Sounds simple, 
but just try it sometime, 

The following event was the Clothes- 
pin Contest. Riders rode their machines 
as slowly as possible along aclothesline 
while their passengers tried to attachas 
many pins as possible to line as they 
went by. The average contestants left 2 
or 3 pins on the line, while the more 
skillful teams made scores of 6 or 7 
clothespins. 


Zig-Zag Time 


Then came the Slalom Race. Con- 
testants were timed as they zig-zagged 
between traffic cones. 

As the hours went by, many riders 
found they were out of the running and 
left for home, leaving a small number of 
die-hards who fought to the bitter end 
for the trophies. 

The next to last event was a varia- 
tion of the weenie-bite contest. Instead 
of a mustard-dunked weenie suspended 
on a string, riders tried to clamp their 
choppers on a gooey whipped-cream 
marshmallow. If the rider could balance 
his machine at a standstill for a moment 
under the marshmallow, the passenger 
had a chance to bitethe marshmallow off 
the string, but most contestants ended 
up with only a face full of whipped 
cream. 

The last games were played with 
potatoes. First, riders tried to throw 
potatoes in a bucket as they rode by. 
This was made harder by placing the 
bucket on the throttle side of the ma- 
chines so that the riders had to throw 
with their left hands. Then a similar 
event followed; this time the passengers 
were the marksmen. 

The final event was a scramble for 
potatoes hidden in a pile of straw. Riders 
with their passengers rode slowly ina 
circle. At a given signal, the passengers 
jumped off and ran for the straw pile to 
find a potato. There was always oneless 
potato than contestants, so by a process

Fred Aber won the Hard Luck Trophy 
by falling off during one of the contests 
and cracking a rib.

The Play- 
boys will be presenting a short fíeld 
meet at Death Valley again this year, 
and don't miss the 4th Annual Playboys 
Field Meet next year.

Gary Conrad on his 360 Greeves tuned 
by Nick Nicholson came up from back in 
the pack to take the overall win of the 
rough, ninety- mile Checkers Hare Chase 
on Oct, 8th, This marked Conrad's third 
win of three attempts in the desert, and 
when he's not blasting them here, he's 
winning the Moto-Crosses elsewhere. 

It was a dynamite start with the sand 
flying forty feetin the air, George Walker, 
on a 250 Bultaco led the chase to the 
smoke bomb, Open Expert Lon Peterson, 
on a Rickman Metisse tuned by his dad, 
Ken Peterson, right behind him. Peter- 
son pushed Walker real hard the next 
five miles to the first check, Where 
Walker bobbled and Peterson made a fast 
pass, moving out and leaving no one be- 
hind him except Walker. 

As Peterson was coming up the off- 
camber hill to the second check, he 
ran into some cows standing on the 
trail. Seems they all cut out except one 
big one, and as Peterson риё іё, “Не 
stood there for a minute, and then 
charged me; I had to go off the course 
and down in the gully. When I got up to 
the check all the guys were standing 
there laughing at me,” 

After the second check the course 
dropped onto a really great fire road, 
and at this point Conrad had worked his 
way through the pack and was setting 
his sights on Peterson. From the top of 
the fire road, it lloked like the road was 
going to make a left turn, so Peterson 
set up a slide to the left, but the course 
went off to the right and onto a round 
downhill. Conrad hit the downhill in the 
lead, turned it on, and was long gone, 

The first loop was round, with two 
sandy uphills and three sandy, bumpy, 
downhills, plus some up-and-down fast 
trails thrown in to really pound you to 
death. Conrad pulled into the gas check 
after the first 45-mile loop with a 
minute’s lead over Peterson. The second 
45-mile loop was rougher than the first 
with a lot of new country, tght trails, 
rocks, and sandwashes, but both Conrad 
and Peterson were in good shape, and 
made the second loop in fast time, At 
the finish, it was Conrad by thirty 
seconds over Peterson, with Steve Hurd 
on a Matchless (running second in the 
point standings) in third, and Dick Dean 
took fourth. 

Bill Hammer (Triumph) was the first 
Amateur in, taking eighth overall. Craig 
Shephard, also on a Triumph, worked his 
way up through the pack, picking up first 
Novice for his effort and was Twenty- 


second overall. Tom Poteet (Bultaco) 
was right behind Shephard, taking first 
250 Novice. The next man to pull in was 
the top 250 Amateur at the last listing 
of the points, Stan Phillips, ona Greeves 
who took first 250 Amateur and twenty- 
fourth overall. 


100cc Class 


The 100cc Class started fifteen min- 
utes after the big bikes, and were to go 
only the first loop.

VANTAGE CROSS-COUNTRY 


Story & Photos by Vic Ebbutt 


Five hundred forty-nine riders from Washington, Oregon, Idaho, 
Montana and Canada took part in the greatest, wildest, cross-country 
race in the history of the Northwest, Sunday, September 24. The event 
was held in the heat of the desert on a well-laid out 51-mile course 
alongside the Columbia River, 17 miles south of Vantage, Washington. 


The race, sponsored by the Everett 
Motorcycle Club, consisted of two laps 
(or 102 miles) of sand, sagebrush, shale 
and rocks for the male riders and 30 
miles for the Powder Puff contingent, 

Ably assisted by 26 members and 12 
jeeps of the Seattle Jeep Club, this event 
was run with nearly split-second pre- 
cision due to the presence of great num- 
bers of club members which assured 
plenty of help at sign-up, start, finish, 
and at all check points. The assistance 
of the Jeep Club cannot be measured, 
only appreciated, as they hauled out 
stalled machines, aided riders and this 
photographer and helped with traffic con- 
trol at the two highway crossings. 


Split-Second Timing 


Scheduled to start at 10:00 a.m., the 
smoke bomb from the Air Force went off 
at precisely that time and all riders, 
handlebar to handlebar for a distance of 
a half-mile, roared away toward the first 
obstacle, a long uphill sandy wash which 
left at least 70 machines out of action. 
At the top of the hill the men were 
greeted by miles of sand dunes, sage- 
brush and gullies, then finally came to 
the comparative ease of a power line 
road. Next was a highway crossing for 
the riders and then along the river tothe 
finish line, their sixth check, a glass of 
water and the whole darn trip to be 
repeated. 

Dick Jagow of Portland finished first 
(on his 500cc Matchless) in his class and 
first overall with a spectacular time of 
two hours and 13 minutes. Fifteen sec- 
onds behind Jagow was Husqvarna- 
mounted George Wise of Seattle and 16 
seconds behind Jagow was Fredolf John- 
son, Sr., of Seattle on a BSA, The race 
between Wise and Johnson down the 
long, straight homestretch was nothing 
short of fantastic. Elbow to elbow, they 
jockeyed back and forth the whole two 
and a half mile stretch with Wise hitting 
the finish line less than a bike length in 
the lead, 


Girls, Too 


Of the 12 contestants in the Powder 
Puff class, only five finished with lovely 


Pat Rogers of Seattle on her 250 Hus- 
gvarna reaching the finish line well in 
front of her nearest competitor, Darlene 
Rathsen of Yakima, on a Bridgestone 
90. The second runner-up to Pat was 
Diane Scott of Spokane on a 250cc 
Greeves and in fourth was Henrietta 
Nabor of Renton, also riding a 250cc 
Greeves. 

The 250cc class found the largest per- 
centage of finishers with 48 across the 
finish line, led by Jim LaPlante on a 
Bultaco, from Pullman, Washington. Sec- 
ond place was taken by Roy Burke, 
Greeves dealer from Portland. Bill Ver- 
milye, also on a Greeves, from Seattle, 
took third, 

Another addition to the credit side of 
the ledger was the reception of the 
motorcycle crowd at Vantage, The mayor 
of this community, Thomas M, Stockdale, 
sought out this correspondent and made 
it very clear that our group was more 
than welcome in Vantage any time. The 
mayor also asked for a copy of this 
article for publication in the newspaper. 


Englishman Initiated 


Monte Stone, one of England’s top 
road-racers and now aresident of Wash- 
ington, was initiated into the realm of 
cross-country racing with his share of 
woes. Riding a big Matchless in the 
Open Class, he completed the first lap 
running in sixth place, but bogged down 
in the sand previously described at the 
start of the course as he headed around 
again, The large Union Jack on his 
jacket was ringing wet with perspiration 
as he let some air out of his rear tire 
to gain traction. However, he let too 
much air out and suffered a flat tire, so 
he rode the tire flat until it was shred- 
ded, then another five miles on the rim 
until his rear hub froze. It was a long, 
long walk home. Welcome to the frater- 
nity, Monte. 

I repeat, this cross-country race was 
the largest participant event ever held 
in the Northwest and it can be classified 
only as an unqualified success. The 93 
trophy winners who finished the grueling 
course and the 456 racers who did not 
will testify to this fact.

The Cactus Derby dates all the way back to 1935, when it 
was hosted by the Pomona Valley M.C. This was the year 
that Dave Livingood won the right to be the first to have his 
name Immortalized on the old miner’s hat with a cactus 





mounted on its top. This old hat, which has now become the 
historical symbol of this enduro, was actually found in the 
desert many years ago. There is also another perpetual 
trophy which is awarded the low point man. It’s an old rail- 
road lantern with a motorcycle mounted on its top. The 


How about this for another unusual trophy. 
This unique railroad lantern is just one 
example of the ingenuity Riverside Bombers 
clubmembers lavished on their classic 
event. 


lantern was also found in the desert. It was recovered from 
an old abandoned mine. This trophy was lost in 1955, but it 
has been recovered and will be awarded this year for the К 
first time in 12 years. 

The Riverside M.C. took over the running of the Cactus 
Derby 31 years ago and sponsored it each year until World 
War II, There were no runs held from 1941 trhough 1946 due 
to the war, and when Johnny came marching home and kicked 
the dust off his bike, the Riverside M.C. was reorganized and 
called the Bombers. This year's run made 20 in a row for the 
Bombers, and also 20 daylight starts instead of leaving from 
town at midnight like they did in Dad's day. 

Frank McCartney won the derby in 1936 and ‘37, making 
him the first two-time winner, This feat wasn’t equalled

until 1955 and 56, when Cal Bottum pick- 
ed two wins in a row. Not only are 
McCartney and Bottum the only riders 
to win two consecutive derbies, but they 
are also the only ones to win it twice.

DISTRICT 37 SPORTS 
COMMITTEE MEETING

The yearly blow-up over the Hopetown- 
Corriganville race took place at the 
Thursday night, Oct. 5th Dist. 37 meeting, 
with President Jean Carter finally 
leaving the table so that he could speak 
from the floor after turning the meeting 
over to Vice-president Lynn Wineland, 

Earlier, several other subjects were 
due to be discusses as correspondence 
and committee reports were read, but 
once the Hopetown event squabble started 
there was no time for anything else, 
although a couple of things were settled 
before then. 

One important letter on which there 
was no action taken was a request from 
the Simi Valley M.C. requesting that all 
competition bikes should have the same 
safety features conforming to one uni- 
form standard with ball end levers, 
folding pegs etc., so that the District 
would not have to keep on waiving rules 
when special events like a Grand Prix 
came along with desert and scrambles 
bikes running together. The club felt 
that in the interest of safety there was 
no difference between a mass start 
desert event if a crash occurred anda 
scrambles event, 

The Competition Committee had voted 
down two requests for fee increases. One 
from the San Gabriel M.C. for their 
National Hare and Hound and one from 
the Dirt Diggers for an increase to 
$7.00 for Hopetwn. However, both events 

. were discussed on the floor with San 
Gabriel M.C, explaining their extra ex- 
penses amounting to a neighborhood of 
$800 as it is a 160-170 point-to-point 
run event, and that without a good turn- 
out they could be in trouble. The club 
representatives agreed and over-ruled 
the Competition Committee’ srecommen- 
dation overwhelmingly, allowing the fee 
to be $5.00 for pre-entry and $6.00post. 

Don Kemp (Striped Crusaders) ex- 
plained their expenses such as rental for 
the ranch of $1,216, haybales, fencing, 
extra toilets and the fact that the club 
gets no gate fee this year. Once again the 
body moved, and the majority voted for 
the increase to $7.00. 

It was at this point that Carter turned

miles south of Barstow in the Stoddard 
Valley.

The first rider was due in at the fin- 
ish at 2:59 p.m., and shortly after 3:00, 
the low number riders began loading 
their equipment and heading for home, 


District had just thrown a run and had 
ended up with money in the bank and 
although he likes the Corriganville event 
he still can’t see the necessity of raising 
the rider fee to $7.00.

Ron Sloan (Rams) made 
the point that the Dist. 37 Grand Prix 
posters went out too with an increase 
with no approval from the body. 

Going from the increase in riding 
fees to the subject of sanctions, the 
fight started up in earnest. Earlier in 
the evening while still in the chair and 
reporting on the Board of Directors 
Meeting, Carter said that there would 
be no co-sanctioned events as long as 
he is President unless overruled by the 
body or by Bill Berry, AMA Secretary. 

During the course of discussion it 
apppeared to Carter that Berry had told 
him one thing (no co-sanctions under any 
condition), that he told Bill Adams, the 
District Secretary-Treasurer another 
(pooisble under certain conditions), and 
gave the Dirt Diggers a third version, 
But as far as Carter was concerned 
there would be no co-sanctioned events. 

The Prospectors M.C, reminded Car- 
ter that he had told them it would be 
okay to run co-sanctioned events as 
long as the races weren’t mixed, such 
as morning events being AMA and the 
afternoon ACA-FIM, Carter couldn't 
recall making that statement but said 
if he had said it then he would go along 
with it. 

Other points brought out; Hurd (Foot- 
hill Hawks) asked who was getting hurt 
by the two clubs running separate races, 
such as the Dirt Diggers AMA events 
and the Striped Crusaders ACA? Dupuy 
(Scramblers) said his club wants to ride

Grand Tour & Poker Run to Ensenada 


slated for first weekend in November

Readers who are planning to make the 2nd Annual El Grande Motorcycle 
Tour of Ensenada will be interested to know that the Cycle News-sponsored 
Road Tour this year coincides with the Baja California City’s 365th Anni- 


versary. 


It was on November 2nd, in the year 
1602 that Spanish explorer Sebastian 
Viscaino discovered the attractive harbor 
of Ensenada and since that time thousands 
of American motorcycle enthusiasts have 
discovered it too. 

Ensenada is a lovely place to visit. Far 
enough from the hurly burly border to 
have its own distinct native charm, yet 
close enough to the U.S, to have most of 
the better parts of our civilization, 
Fishing and tourism are two major in- 
dustries of the town and once again the 
welcome mat will be out for the tour 
riders. 


PINS & POKER CARDS 

The first checkpoint and signup for the 
all pavement poker run will be on the 
U.S. side of the border this year, in 
front of the L, Granados Insurance office, 
about two blocks from the international 
border. Here the post entries will sign 
up and get their silver souvenir pins. 
Two-day insurance policies for the trip 
will be issued and the first card in your 
poker hand will be drawn from a native 
bowl. 

From Check #1 the riders will follow 
a carefully limed and posted course 
across the border, through Tijuana and 
onto the old Ensenada road. This two 
lan@ winding, scenic highway is remark- 
ably free of traffic since the new toll 
road has opened and’ the pace can be 
either leisurely enough for a 50cc or 
you can go fast on your Sportster. Entries 
will have an identification card showing 
translations of Mexican road signs into 
English. You can take your baffles out of 
the muffler once the border is crossed, 
if that is your wish, The Mexican laws 
do not include anti-noise ordinances. 


COCKFIGHTS & MUSIC 


Following the coast, you will stop at 
check #2 and pick up your second poker 
card and check #3 at Raul’s Restaurant 
is a good place to stop for lunch or a soft 
drink. 

Soon the road rises, turns inland from 
the scenic coast and tours the rolling 
highlands to check £4, Then you plunge 
down to Ensenada to gather your final 
poker card. The campground this year 
is at check 5. There is a beautiful beach 
at the campground and garage facilities 
for the bikes, if riders desireit. A special 


rate of 50€ for overnight campers will be 
charged here. Saturday night you are on 
own to discover the infinite delights of 
Ensenada night life. The town'sanniver- 
sary celebration will feature plenty of 
free entertainment and Mariachi music in 
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the streets, (NOTE: If you ask the _ 


Mariachis to play for you, the usual fee 
is $1 per song.) In addition there are 
some special attractions, like real cock- 
fighting, that you may not get to see 
again for another 365 years, At least not 
legally. 


BEACH & CAMPGROUNDS 


If you plan to say at a motel or hotel, 
you should make your reservations well 
in advance at one of the places listed 
at the end of this article. If you prefer 
camping out, the campsite at Maria Luisa 
Motel and Trailer Park (Check $5) is 
accessible by paved road and there are 
showers and toilets on the property. 
Owner Manuel Arce will provide Mexican 
or American meals inhis restaurant, and 
free music in the bar, 

Sunday morning riders will meet for the 
bike judging contests and a paradethrough 
town, After the parade will come the 
trophy presentations. for the best poker 
hands, best looking bikes in classes and 
special awards. Over 40 trophies willbe 
awarded and again, as last year, the win- 
ning beauty bikes will be selected by the 
Mexican City officials. Usefulbrass and 
copper trophies of native Mexican design, 
which were so popular last year, will 
again be given, 

After you have had your fling at fiesta 
and collected your ‘‘worthwhile gold.’’

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HOTTING UP A HODAKA

Riders who have not tried the trail 
bikes don’t realize their potential in 
having a good ride. At the average Hare 
Scrambles, for example, where the trail 
bikes start ten minutes after the Open 
Class and 250cc, the 100cc trail bikes 
have been able to catch up to the other 
riders half-way through the race, and by 
the end of the race, the first ten in the 
trail bikes have been up in the seventies 
and eighties overall, 

The point is that it takes a good rider 
to turn a 250cc bike all the way on in 
fourth gear in the desert to use all that 
available power. In the case of a trail 
bike, assuming you have good suspension 
(a must), it is possible to run 50 miles an 
hour inthe open desert in fourth gear, The 
trick is to know your bike, know what it 
will do in a certain kind of bump or ditch, 
and always keep the engine in a gear 
where you can keep it buzzed up to power 
you over the rough spots, 

After having owned and ridden almost 
every kind of dirt bike, I decided to try 
my hand at the trail class with a new 
90cc Hodaka, I put 200 street miles on the 
engine before doing anything to the bike, 
then I was hot toride itina desert event, 

The first steps I took to get it ready 
were: (1) Strip off all the lights, battery, 
and wires (this is real easy, just don't 
pull the wire going down into the mag). 
(2) Put bigger K-70 tires on front and 
back, (3) Install a quick-turn throttle. 
(4) Change to 50-weight oil in the forks. 
For the first couple of rides I used the 
stock air cleaner, exhaust pipe, and 
stock 85 jet; I had a good ride finishing 
in the first 10 each time. 

Next I added a bigger air cleaner and 
expansion chamber, Girling rear shocks, 
bored the engine out to 70 thousandths 
over and added a Pabatco big head with 
stock compression. For the cooling, I 
put in a 100 main jet, and dropped the 
needle jet one notch, This set-up worked 
real well for the amount of money invest- 
ed, I was able to pullfourth gear in the 
sandwashes and open trails, which you 
have to do if you are going to run with 
the winners, 

The bike started running real good, so 
Ithoughtit was about time to do something

Crowell Cycle Sales install a set of his 
light-weight forks, which gave me 2-1/2 
additional inches of travel, two inches of 
rake and real good dampening. This, to 
me, was the icing on the cake, and I really 
was enjoying my *''dessert" rides, I 
found that I could use the 95 main jet 
if didn't lug the engine in fourth gear in 
the sand, and I would roll the throttle back 
once in a while on along straight-away to 
let the engine cool, thus keeping the piston 
from freezing up.

what the Test of the guys already had. 
Needing a good machinist, I went to Ingle- 
wood to see Eddie Crowell again, and we 
decided on the following set-up. We put on 
the new five-speed transmistion ‘with 
wide-range gears, put ina fourteen-tooth 
counter sprocket, and the new needle 
bearing rod assembly. We used the 
straight-cut drive gears, widened and 
lowered the intake port and matched it up 
with the intake manifold, we also widened 
the exhaust port, but didn’t lower it. We 
put on a one-piece, forty-six tooth rear 
sprocket, and put the coil under the gas 
tank for better cooling. 

With this setup you’ll have a bike that 
will give you the full excitement of 
competition with many conveniences that 
a heavyweight bike just cannot offer.

FUNON A BMW OR..HOW 
NOT TO GO TO ALASKA

Part of the bull I had been told by 
“informed parties’? was about the long 
stretches without gas stations, There 
was gas to be had atleastevery 50 miles 
and usually at 100-mile intervals repair 
facilities and a store. 

At approximately mile 125 the hard- 
packed clay ended and loose gravel be- 
gan, My speed was cut to 35-40 in third 
gear. I soon learned to follow the inner 
bare spot from the cars, moving toward 
the center at the turns where the gravel 
was deep on the outer edge. 


Problem Time 


The weather at this point was showing 
signs of an approaching storm, I made it 
up to what a road sign called ‘‘The Sec- 
ond Highest Point on the Highway." At 
Closed Cave (mile 150) Iwaited out the

The riders turned out to be college 
students from near Fairbanks, One was 
on a BMW R-698, while the poor one had 
2 Honda Dream, They told me they had 
ridden the Alcan Highway in four days 
(1200 miles long) and that the unpaved 
section I was beginning was 71 miles in 
length. We then exchanged a few words 
about BMW superiority, after whichthey 
left me to my 71 miles of gravel, It took 
two hours (although it seemed like three) 
to reach the blacktop again, 

While on the gravel I passed a large 
brush fire at an oil drilling rig and was 
asked by the foreman to stop at a small 
settlement up the road and inform them 
of it. This was done, and we continued 
north, 

The sun left me still 70 miles from 
Dawson Creek. In company with the sun 
went what little warmth was left. On 
arrival in Dawson Creek, we stopped at 
Paulson's Campground, where camping 
was a buck a night, hot showers 25€. I 
was so cold I'm sure even a cold shower 
would have felt good. 

Dawson Creek has a mood all its own 
— somewhat like St. Louis had when it was 
the jumping-off place for wagon trains 
going to California. The road to Alaska 
begins here, so people from all over the 
states and Canada were gathered, pre- 
paring for the ordeal ahead, 


Further Preparation 


I stayed two days as there were pre- 
parations to be made on the BM, At a 
local lumber yard, fiberglass cloth and 
resin were purchased and an afternoon 
was spent pasting and pounding, then at- 
taching the fairing back on the R-27, Of 
course, the windshield was gone but the 
bottom part offered some protection. 
The wider tire was put on the rear and 
all nuts tightened to prevent shedding. 

The Alcan Highway is paved for 86 
miles from Dawson Creek. Also for the 
traveler's convenience there are mile 
posts on the roadside. Wednesday I was 
away, with the town of Fort Nelson 
(mile 300) as my destination. The paved 
Stretch passed easily, and when it ended 
I was quite surprised to find hard- 
packed clay, My first thoughts were, if 
this was to be the notorious Alcan, it 


storm, After half an hour or so the rain 
stopped, the sun came out and now my 
troubles really began. The Alcan des- 
cended quickly to lowlands and the gravel 
turned to hard-packed clay — or whathad 
been hard. There was now a slickfilm of 
mud to contend with. My speed was down 
to 20 when we reached a right-angle turn 
and slid right off, 

Nothing was hurt, I was just off the 
road. With a bit of pushing and slipping 
the clutch, the road was again attained, 
It took me 20 minutes to make the next 
mile post, Let me just say that it was 
SLICK. 

After the stretch of slime, my feet 
were back on the pegs and we were raor- 
ing along at 25 mph. The surface hadim- 
proved, but not as much as I had hoped. 
Down went the bike on a peg-bending flop 
that sent me rolling. Nothing much was 
hurt, except my hope of achieving a 300- 
mile day. 

Not too many more mile posts went by 
until I noticed the BM seemed to be los- 
ing power. Upon stopping, I found the 
rear brake smoking for it had been 
forced on by a bent peg. The sunlight left 
me 60 miles from my destination, but I 
reduced speed and kept going. Arrived 
late and set up camp in Fort Nelson's 
Park. Didn't eat much, turned in prompt- 


Got up late. Decided to spend a day 
here straightening out the bike. Besides 
the pegs and brakes to work on, the box 
was too much weight for the rack, The 
commercially available motorcycle lug- 
gage racks are fine for light weight on 
paved roads. But a little over 200 miles 
on the Alcan had bent mine out of shape. 
I had had a 1/2-inch steel rod welded 
under the part that attached to the fender. 
Even that didn't help me. 

Well, I gave the box and all the things 
that I felt I didn't have to keep the 
heave. I rolled the rifle and my clothes 
up inside my tarp, tying this on the rack. 
It stuck out two feet on each side, but 
that was okay with me. The tent was 
stuck in the space between the seat and 
rack, Everything else was put in the 
newspaper bags. 

In the early evening I looked up to see 
another fairinged BMW coming toward 
me from across the field. This turned

out to be Charles Lowman, a young en- 
gineer just out of college. With some 
time to kill before having to begin work, 
and a new BMW R-698S, he was going to 
Fairbanks to visit his sister. So we joined 
up together to ride the remainder of the 
Alcan. 

After the evening meal, we were 
visited by two local riders on Honda 
50's, One told of heavy rains on the 
section we would be traveling onthe next 
day. In his own words he said, ‘‘It’s as 
slick as snot on a tin roof,’’ 

He was pretty near right. As we left 
Fort Nelson, we agreed to alternate front 
position every ten miles. If one ran off 
the road, the other rider would know 
something was amiss before getting too 
far in front. 

Lowman, with his twin, was able to 
cruise at a slightly higher speed (about 
50) than I felt comfortable at, The first 
couple of times he led I would drop back 
half a mile or so at the end of the sec- 
tion, Early in the day I was unnerved 
crossing a short concrete bridge, and 
plunged into gravel that seemed a foot 
deep. The problem was accentuated by 
two oncoming cars. Luckily they moved 
over to let me ski past, 

After the gravel came the mud, as we 
entered a lowland section that wouldhave 
been very fast had it not been for rain, I 
quickly found a slick spot and went down 
at 25 mph. I tried again up the road 20 
miles or so. While taking a turn, a patch 


of slime was crossed, and I was on my 
head again, 

While passing two giant house trailers 
near the summit, Charlie moved too 
close to the edge of the road. His rear 
tire slipped off the road, pulling him 
after it, and he flopped on the steep 
shoulder. There was no damage as the 
mud was soft, 

We were soon back on the road, and 
shortly thereafter made the summit, It 
was damn cold, raining with snow falling 
not too far above us. We eachtooka pic- 
ture and headed for warmer air of the 
valleys ahead. Eight hours after leaving 
Fort Nelson we pulled into the Liard Hot 
Spring at mile 496.5, giving us an aver- 
age of about 25 mph. 

The hot spring is a “must” stop for 
bike riders, and dirty car drivers alike, 
although it’s a nothing campground — too 
small, no wood and few tables, Here a 
boardwalk begins that leads one to the 
hot springs, 500 yards into the woods, 
This first‘‘spring’’ just a wide, damned- 
up creek, had been provided with dress- 
ing rooms and an entering dock on one 
side. The surface temperature was 129 
degrees and the idea was to stir up the 
cooler under-water, jump in and keeg 
stirring.

LEGISLATIVE NOTEBOOKS 


By Barbara Adams Dahms 


It is sometimes said that fifty sets of laws in the United States are too 
many and that standardization would be to the benefit of everyone. You are 
able to drive from L.A. to N.Y. on what lightly be called a good, four-lane 
highway (if you're not too critical) and offhand, it would seem to be easier if 
all the states you crossed had the same laws. Recent travels about the United 
States have convinced me that such standardization will never come to pass, 
without complete Federal control, and that we're a whole lot more benefitted 
without it. 

Since, traditionally, it has been unconstitutional for the Federal Govern- 
ment to make laws dealing with the internal affairs of the states, the Federal 
Government developed the formula of model laws to be passed in turn (and, 
hopefully, intact) by each state. This is supposed to shape up all the dis- 
organization into a neat package of uniformity. Does it? Let’s look at the 
life and times of the Highway Safety Program Standard 4.4.3 otherwise known 
as the section on motorcycle safety. 


Faced with the possible loss of some Interstate Highway money, most of 
the states have passed some sort of legislation resembling HSPS 4.4.3. Has 
the result been neatness and organization? It has not. It has been compound 
confusion. What was heretofore a matter of individual decision is now a mate 
ter of legal control with no standards, precedents, or even real interest on 
the part of the agencies upon which this new responsibility was suddenly 
heaped. Furthermore, given an explicit, if not too practical, model to follow, 
the states’ legislatures have come up with as many versions as there are 
states. In many cases the versions show an incredible lack of knowledge of 
the subject and frequently a lack of concern with any aspect of the program 
except qualification for Interstate money. 

Taking five states and one city as an example, the results are something 
like this: A moderately large midwestern city passed its own helmet law. 
The Aldermen were quoted as saying, “We were sitting around with nothing 
much to do and we pasSed a helmet law." Of course there were no hearings 
and no advisors and the resulting standards are *any helmet", not a cap or 
hat but any helmet. A plastic helmet or a football helmet is o.k........as long 
as it looks like a helmet. The state in which this city is situated passed a 
helmet law, too. Standards are set by the Safety Commissioner. In practice, 
the standard is “any helmet”. Other parts of the model law were not included. 

An adjoining state wrote its helmet law for full helmets and goggles... 
Snell standard...no glasses or sunglasses. This state also omitted crashbars, 
shoes, etc. An adjoining state on the other side, however, added a few crea- 
tive touches. In addition to Snell standard helmets for rider and passenger, 
this state included requirements of working front and rear brakes, two rear 
view mirrors, a fender on. each wheel (the law reads “as provided by the man- 
ufacturer", but in practice it may be a very small fender), speedometer, and a 
handlebar limitation of 12 inches above the point of attachment (which actual- 
ly allows most high bars although the legislature probably was not aware of 
the fact). In addition there are requirements that riders under 16 years of age 
may not ride a machine of over 5 hp. and not over 35 mph, and not between 
the hours of 9 p.m. and 4:30 a.m. This state requires windshield, faceshield 
or goggles and issues tickets for mere glasses or sunglasses. 

Another state wrote its law for helmets approved by United States of 
America Standards Institute, crashbars, windshield or goggles. This state 
will, in practice, accept glasses or sunglasses, but they are required for 
passengers as well. Another state requires only helmets for riders under 
eighteen years of age. You might even. say that instead of shaping up disor- 
ganization into a neatpackage of uniformity, common sense safety was shaped 
into a neat package of disorganization, solidified into statute and left to the 
discretion of law enforcement agencies to apply...*in practice". 

For some time we have been increasingly fond of neatness as a national 
ideal. Perhaps the complexity of our time encourages this. As our society 
becomes more diverse our efforts to insure conformity become more frantic. 
To “make a low against” the things we do not approve of is becoming Ameri- 
ca’s favorite expedient. Now that we have also decided that group intelli- 
gence is to be trusted over individual intelligence we may well find ourselves 
in a situation where the individual is allowed to make no decisions and all 
phases of human activity are regulated by law. 

The result of all this could become a sort of computerized nursery 
school for all of us, where the human being, deprived of the opportunity to 
make decisions, loses all ability or interest in doing so. Kind of a way-out 
idea...I hope!
